—Ti'anspartnt toilet soap : IS 11303 • 1985 

—Shaving soap ; IS 5784 : 1970

(ii) The product manufacturer must produce the 
clearance as per the provisions of Water 
(Prevention and Control) Act, 1974 and 
Air (Prevention and Control) Act, 1981 
respectively along v/ith the authorization, if 
required under the Environment (Protec¬ 
tion) Act, 1986 to BIS while applying for 
ECOMARK; 

(iii) The product must display a list of critical

ECOMARK; 

(iii) The product must display a list of critical 
ingredients in discending order of quantity 
present in percent by weight. The list of 
such critical ingredients shall be identified 
by the BIS; 

(iv) The product packaging may display in brief 
the criteria based on which the product has 
been labelled aa Environment friendly ; 

(v) The product may be accompanied by detail¬ 

ed i,istructions for proper use so as to maxi¬ 
mise product performance and minimising 
wastage ; and 

(vi) The product packaging material shall be made 
from recyclable, reusable and bio-degradable 
material. 

NOTE ; For conformity to this requirement, the manu¬ 
facturer shcJl give the declaration with 
supporting data.
